The  organization  of  work  at  East 
Village  School  has  been  very  good  and  will  help  the 
pupils  to  make  up  their  work.  At  the  Flat  School 
there  has  been  a  noticeable  improvement  in  the  ability 
of  the  pupils  to  express  themselves.
